Washington, Feb. 3.—The text of the 
changes made in the general arbitra­ 
tion treaty by the senate committee on 
foreign relations is as follows: 
As sent to the senate, article I read 
us follows: “The high contracting par­ 
ties agree to submit to arbitration in 
accordance with the provisions and 
subject to the limitations of this treaty 
all questions 
in 
difference between 
them which they may fail to adjust by 
diplomatic negotiation.” 
The senate committee to this adds 
the following: “But no question which 
affects the foreign or domes, ic policy 
of either of the high contracting par­ 
ties, or the relations of either to any 
other state or powrer, by treaty or oth­ 
erwise, shall be subject for arbitration 
under this treaty, except by special 
agreement.” 
Article 3 is amended by giving each 
government two instead of one jurist 
of repute, and the following is stricken 
from the article: “In case they shall 
fail to agree upon an umpire within 
three months of the date of an applica­ 
tion made to them in that behalf by 
the high contracting parties, or either 
of them, the umpire shall be selected in 
the manner provided for in article IO.” 
In artice 5 the following has been 
stricken out: “In case they shall fail 
to agree upon an umpire within three 
months of the date of an application 
made to them in that behalf by the 
high contracting parties, or-either of 
them, the umpire shall be selected in 
the manner provided in article IO.” 
Wherever the word “person” is used, 
meaning the fifth member of the tri­ 
bunal, “person” is stricken out and 
“umpire” inserted. 
Article 7, as amended by the commit­ 
tee, is as follows: “Objections to the 
jurisdiction of an arbitral tribunal con­ 
stituted under this treaty shall not be 
taken except as provided in this article. 
If at any time before the close of the 
hearing, upon any matter except terri­ 
torial claims submitted to an arbitral 
tribunal constituted under this treaty, 
either 6f the high contracting parties 
shall declare that the determination of 
such matter necessarily involves the 
decision of a disputed question, which 
is excluded from arbitration, except by 
special agreement by the operation of 
article I, then the jurisdiction of such 
arbitral tribunal over such matter shall 
cease.” 


Hopes of Four Men Being:

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 3.—The Pennsyl­ 
vania Lead company has gone into the 
hands of receivers. The liabilities of 
the concern are placed at $1,400,000 in 
the form of commercial paper. Of this 
$550,000 matures in February, 1897. A 
large part of this,has been indorsed by 
President Schwartz, who was recently 
stricken with paralysis. These obliga­ 
tions and indorsements are held in 
Salt Lake, Utah; Pittsburg, New York 
and London. 
Over $30,000 worth of 
paper went to protest on Feb. I for 
non-payment. 
The company, it is stated, is in its 
present condition unable to meet or re­ 
new its obligations, and suits would 
be brought by creditors, causing levies 
to be made upon $800,000 
worth of 
valuable property. 


Republicans Plan Legislation. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 3.—Tile Re­

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 3.—The Penn­ 
sylvania state capitol was destroyed by 
fire Tuesday afternoon. 
The legisla­ 
tive halls are in ruins, and a new 
structure must rise from the ashes that 
has served as a meeting place of the 
Pennsylvania legislature since 1822. 
The flames within the short space of 
one hour ate up $1,500,000 worth of 
property. The inefficiency of the Har­ 
risburg volunteer fire department is 
generally blamed. 
The house was in session, and the 
senate, about to convene after a few 
minutes’ recess, was out at I o’clock, 
when the flames were discovered. In­ 
stantly there was a motion to adjourn, 
and all was consternation. 
Out in the grounds great crowds 
quickly gathered. 
The flames were 
then shooting out of the roof over the 
lieutenant governor’s chamber where 
the fire originated. 
The fire depart 
ment was slow to arrive, and the hose- 
men about the capitol were doing their 
utmost to check the flames. 
Rapidly the flames destroyed the 
roof and ate their way down into the 
senate chamber. The flames shot along 
the senate roof, wound themselves 
about the dome and onto the roof of 
the house chamber. 
Although there 
was a heavy rain and snowfall, the 
wood-work burned like tinder. 
Soon 
there was a fire in every portion of the 
building, and there was no hope for the 
historic structure. 
During the fire several persons were 
slightly injured by falling timbers. For 
a time it looked as though the adjoin­ 
ing department buildings w’ould be 
destroyed, but a shifting wind saved 
them. About 2 o’clock the flames were 
under control, the fire having been 
confined to the capitol building. The 
records of the session were saved. 
There is not much over $100,000 in­ 
surance on the bulding and contents, 
according to the statement of the treas­ 
ury officials. 
All the special libraries and works 
of reference in the house, senate and 
committeerooms went up in smoke and 
flame. The archives of Pennsylvania, 
with many original documents dating 
away back into first settlement days, 
were lost.

The 
first of these was a pharmacy bill cre­ 
ating a state board of pharmacy, which 
is to examine and license all druggists 
and drug clerks who attempt to mix 
prescriptions. One of the points about 
the measure is that it will prevent the 
sale of drug-store whisky without a li­ 
cense. The second measure of impor­ 
tance was a bill for voluntary arbitra­ 
tion, creating a board of two labor com­ 
missioners, the judge of the Circuit 
Court being the third member of the 
hoard when it sits in arbitrating a la­ 
bor dispute.

T his kuocks nut th e law under 
which hundreds of indigent inebriates 
have been com m itted to the Keeley in- 
■tit lies in Wisconsin a t the expense of 
the coonties from which they were 
com m itted.

nearly $30,000 in M ilwaukee 
county 
alone and there are m any other clr im* 
in other counties, th e settlem ent of 
which has also been delayed p e n d in g 
the decision as to th e cm stitn tonality 
of the law under

into the 
hands of iii >rchants and others wh 1 
have tak en them under th e belief
